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Medical Education 

South of the border an interesting 
% article on medical education has recently 
appeared. This article discusses the rising 
. ebst to the student of his medical education 
fe;,»nd wonders what can be done about it. 
All figures quoted are those gathered 
, .s:.;^I^Sn the" United States but they arc equally 
applicable in Canada. Tuition costs to the 
student range from S68 to S610; cost of 
books, instruments, etc., range from $67 to 
$180; room, board, laundrj-, etc., from $344 
to $748; miscellaneous including recreation, 
Î*C- travelling expenses, etc., from $102 to $521. 
" : All of which adds up to a yearly average 
of $700 to $1,717 a year. And that means 
.ftr : an average cost of $5,000 while in medical 
Mhool. 

If the cost of prc-mcdicnl training and 
post-graduate intcrneship is considered an- 
other $5,066.16 added to the total. And an- 
other consideration is the money that the 
medical student might have earned work- 
ing ins^^^f ^tuidying. À11 of which means 
that to the am medical student having 
average expensès, the total cost of his mcdi- 
_^oaI training to his family can be figured as 
|about $20,000. And thai is a considerable 
.f. -"lum. 

What this means to society is that only 
the children of the higher income brackets 
can consider entering medicine, with a de- 
crease of enrollment from the sons of the 
middle and lower income brackets. And, as 
Dean Eappleye of the Columbia University 
College of Physicians and Surgeons says, it 
Sb from these latter that many of our great 
physicians have come. 

.Another effect that the high cost of 
' ttedical education has hàd on society is in 
the distribution of medical care. For after 
having laid out so much to get his educa- 
tion, the medical man naturally turns W 
those areas where ho can get higher fees. 
Which means in fact that the medical man 
gravitates to the cities. Thus we have today 
the picture of great advances in medical 
^knowledge in urban areas, together with 
^xural areas with a largo part of our popu- 
^ifttion crying for medical care. 

• With the war the need for doctors has 
increased. The medical course is accelcrat- 
ed. For students this has m6ant an increase 
in their costs. Here in Canada the Govern- 
ment has stepped in and is helping stu- 
dents. In the States Governnient aid is also 
being provided on a limited scale. But this 
will not solve the problem. 

Along with the increase in the cost of 
medical education has gone an increase In 
: the number of scholarships available to 
medical students. But these are not enough 
to provide a solution to the problem. 

Another suggested solution has been the 
l^îÀortening of the time needed to train doc- 
tors by providing a well integr&ted pre- 
medical and medical course which will re- 
duce the superfluous subjects, in both. But 
this is difficult in execution even if it were 
agreed that this is the solution, which it is 
not. For the present system has been 
evolved orer many ears aod presumably 
ibu^f ore k tfte best of the methods used< 
. What then k the sohition? It might be 
^^^isortniment mbsiditation of students- and 
of medical schools. To this might be raised 
th6 cry of freedom from meddlesome gov- 
ernment rule. But government assistance 
doesn't mean that. What it will mean is a 
^•-reAlisàtion on the part of the public that 
^fit^'k ihey who benefit -Irbm the education 
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must pay for these benefits. Such a plan 
might lead to a better geographic distribu- 
tion of medical care and also open up the 
medical field to those of moderate means. 

All of this is a thought and may well 
be part of the shape of things to come after 
the war.

TURNING LEAVES, by Ellen Proctor. Dodd, 
Mead and Company, New York, 1942. 
$10,000 Prize novel (SS4 pages). 

For those readers of fiction who are satis- 
fled with a superficial acquaintanceship with 
their heroes and heroines, Ellen Proctor's $10,- 
000 prize-winning novel, "Turning Leaves" will 
meet with a great deal of enthusiasm and ac- 
claim. For those, however, who like to delve 
deeper into man's thoughts and emotions, this 
book will be found wanUng. For though, 
"Turning Leaves" shows vividly the Inter-rc- 
lationship of people, and their influence on ono 
another, yet at no times does it really hit at 
'tS^eora ef human feelings and thoughL The 
nearest the novelist comes to achieving this is 
with James Livingstone IV, scion of . a promi- 
nent Minnesota family. But alas, James enters 
the picture all too infrequently. 

Briefly, "Turning Leaves" deals with the 
everyday trials and tribulations of the Living- 
stones, rich in family tradition and background. 
Although the setting and theme of the story are 
definitely of a modem nature, one is constantly 
aware of the past and its voices, ringing 
through the old Livingstone household. Four 
generations of Livingstones lie behind the pres- 
ent family introduced in "Turning Leaves" and 
yet they too come forth to claim their part in 
the novèL Every generation had its Julia and 
Gabriellc, and each time the girls fell in iove 
with the same man. This Gabrielle and Julia 
are no different Each loves Jeffrey Lane. But 
Julia, hard and calculating, loves money and 
position more, and so Jeffrey goes to Gabrielle, 
quiet, sensitive and artistic, 

Julia and Gabrielle, though dominating the 
sceaen, do not comprise the entire' Livingstone 
fanilly. niore are five others, each full ot his 
own Individuality and ambitions. Then Ûiere 
Is James, IV, and Mary, Father and Mother ot 
this large, moUoy brood. Both of these latter 
characters are vital arid real, as is Kit ReberU, 
the faithful family physician, and secret ad- 
mirer of Gabrielle. Each character' fits into 
his respèeUve role with a certain amount of 
grace and sobriety, and the story unfolds with 
a certain deftness of toudi. By the end of the 
62nd chapter, ona leels as though he bss Jived 
through « great deal, along with , tee Living- 

But .aomabow It^^^^^^èjjlnz 
Leaves," one is aware of very basic feelings 
and amotions having been overlooked. The 
story, though thoroughly enjoyable as light 
reading, lacks the deèper Intrleseles of man's 
influence on man. No scene is profoundingly 
moving, no scone dëoply engrossing. Yet once 
you have begun "Turning Leaves" you will 
probably not put it down untU it has been 
ecnipiatad.

ABOUT IMPERIAU8M 
A letter appeared in yesterday's "Daily" 
criticizing Willkle's recent statement about 
Churchill: "The world is profoundly shocked 
by Mr. Churchill's statement that he was not 
created to be the king's first minister In order 
to witness the dissolution of the BriUsh Em- 
pire." This is definitely a debatable subject, 
and I disagree with the writer's suggestion that 
Wlllkle be repressed. " 

I beleve Willkle's statement was bom' out 
of a profound respect for the British people. 
Before the war Americans used to think the 
British were a cold, calculating sort ot people, 
a nation run by industrialists and imperialists 
who sought to wring a maximum of labour for 
a minimum of pay from the people they dom- 
inated. They changed this opinion when they 
witnessed the gallant defence the British put 
up against the Nazis. The industrialists pro- 
duced for victory, and labour set aside its quar- 
rels and fought side by side with them. They 
were no longer the selfish people who wouldn't 
pay their war debt New hope ot a world with 
"equal distribution of territory and raw 
materials" arose. Then at this of all times 
Churchill reminded us that this can never be, 
there will always be classes that will dominate 
other classes, races that will dominate other 
races. Even in this war, the war of the people 
for a better way of life, there Is the voice of 
the imperialist 

It is not surprising that protest should come 
from an American. America fought for its In- 
dependence from such an imperialism. It also 
fought a war to better the condition of the 
negroes in the South. American ideology has 
always opposed exploitation of one people by 
another. The American people arc fighting 
this war in the same spirit, and I think the 
British people are too.

It was an unequalled thrill to watch him bat- 
tering and slashing his way down the field for 
a SO yard run to a touchdown. The axclted 
cheering of the frantic spectators, the cold feel 
of the pigskin firm beneath his arm, the chill 
expectancy before attempting a new play were 
as the very breath ot life to him. 

Ha was the president of ^every campus or- 
ganization and dominated campus politics with 
the assistance of his trat, those grand old boys 
of Theta Pheta Beta. 

Singularly handsome and well-built Joe cap- 
tivated the hearts of every wistful coed.

H»e Major and the Minor" is a 
delightful piece of entertainment in 
the style ot a sophisticated comedy.

editor. McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir— In the past two weeks 
peoples of all nations, united in the 
fight against fascism, have been 
heartened by news from the war 
fronts.. The forces' of the United 
Kations. have begun to. carry on 
offensive action. With the inva- 
kion' of Africa we have started to 
carry the fight to the cnemyl 
. Now, more than ever before, it 
k necessary to build a maximum 
. war effort, so that this beginning 
pffensive shall continue with ever 
increasing momentum and strength, 
to. the invasion of Europe, on 
to victory against fascism. 
McGlll students have been car- 
I'j.'l rying on various activities in sup- 
ij^itf ;., Port of the war effort: war service 
^^f., .' campaigns, part time work in war 
;^3^-viV' Industries. , Both of these are im- 
^'^K-;v='.jP<>>^nt and should be continued 
;,,^^;|'«nd increased. 

But these are intra-currlcular ac- 
tivities. There stilt remain un- 
solved problems more directly con- 
cerned with students; problems of 
'iitudents, as such, in a war-time 
;2irorId;radaptation of curricular ac- 
ides to a war-time program. .Un- 
these qijesUoni are settled the 
University cannot be placed on a 
total war basis. 

In order to successfully solve 
these problems it is, necessary to 
have full eo • operation of all 
groups concerned: students, staff 
and university authorities. There 
could be set up a body containing 
representatives from each of these 
groups, to discuss war problems 
applied to the University, and to 
act upon all decisions reached re 
carding such problems. We have 
already 'at McGill a body which 
could effect such co-operation: the 
"War Council. The constitution of 
tile War Council contains provision 
not only ' for representation from 
■11 student groups, but also for rep- 
resentation from the staff. So far 
^is provision has not tieen car 
,We believe it is the 
War Council to act 
upon this provision as soon as pos- 
sible, to bring about active co- 
operation between students and 
ataff on the question most impor 
tant to all of us: a total war pro 
fram for the University.
